Sir: In compliance with the law creating the Ohio Board of Admin- 
istration, we have the honor to submit the Ninth Annual Report of the Board 
covering the fiscal year ended June 30, 1920.

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establishment of board op administration for state 
institutions; purpose op act. 

Section 1832. The intent and purpose of this act are to 
provide humane and scientific treatment and care and the high- 
est attainable degree of individual development for the de- 
pendent wards of the state; 

To provide for the delinquent such wise conditions of 
modem education and training as will restore the largest possi- 
ble portion of them to useful citizenship; 

To promote the study of the causes of dependency and de- 
linquency, and of mental, moral and physical defects, with a 
view to cure and ultimate prevention; 

To secure, by imiform and systematic management, the 
highest attainable degree of economy in the administration of 
the state institutions consistent with the objects in view; 

This act shall be liberally construed to these ends. (102 
O. L. p. 211; passed May 11, 1911.) 

The institutions over which this Board has supervision have been oper- 
ated in accordance with the above section since August 15, 1911, and the 
Board at all times has endeavored to carry out both the intent and purpose 
of this act. At the end of six years of operating the institutions under the 
central management the saving, as compared with operating the institutions 
under separate management, amounted to $3,006,090.30 as per Table 8 of 
this report. 

This saving was not made by the lowering of efficiency, but was made by 
increased efficiency brought about by operating the institutions on a thor- 
ough business basis; installing in the penal institutions many industries, 
utilizing the prison labor in the manufacture of clothing, shoes, underwear, 
blankets, furniture, soap and many other articles for state and political sub- 
divisions use, which results in a large saving; and by using the available land 
for farming, gardening and dairying on a large scale. 

The year ended June 30, 1920, from a financial standpoint, has been a 
strenuous one, presenting many problems difficult of solution, yet the per 
c^ita cost for operating expenditures for the year is but $274.02, only 21% 
increase over the year 1911, which was the last year the institutions 
were operated under separate management, the per capita that year being 
$217.26. 
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STATE-USE SYSTEM IN OHIO 



The State of Ohio and its political sub-divisions spend nearly ten mil- 
lion dollars each year in prevention, detention and punishment of crime. 
These figures are furnished by the State Auditor, and were compiled from 
State records. This enormous drain on public funds, with the added loss of 
life and property, shows the price of crime and human delinquency each 
year. The Ohio Board of Administration recognizes the showing these fig- 
ures make, and believes they furnish incentive for rational effort in the 
reformation of men brought to prison. 

The fairness with which prisoners are treated and the opportunities that 
are before each man have been productive of good results. The betterment 
that has come has not operated to relax or weaken the vigorous discipline of 
these institutions. Justice to the prisoner has not lessened the certainty of 
punishment, nor minimized the deterrent effect of imprisonment. 

Under the plans of other days, men came to prison to "do time." Now 
they are sent to prison to "do service" to the State, to realize the certainty 
of punishment, with the consequent deterrent effect against other offences. 
Men in prison must learn their lesson, personal responsibility, and through it 
acquire wisdom for the future. It operates to help fit them to go out again 
to freedom, chastened by experience and made wise by new knowledge to do 
a man's work in the world. It is the purpose of Ohio prisons today to reform 
such as may be amenable to proper training, and when they have shown they 
are fitted to go out, not unduly delay their return to their homes. With 
that helpful plan, there is also the stem duty of detaining, more or less in- 
definitely, such as will not respond to right ideas and teachings. 

The institutions in Ohio under the control of the Ohio Board of Admin- 
istration are of two classes: penal and correctional, and benevolent. In all 
there are twenty-two institutions having a total population of approximately 
twenty-four thousand. 

In the penal institutions, up until about 1906, such labor as was per- 
formed by prisoners, other than the ordinary servile labor around the institu- 
tion, was done under the old contract labor system, a system of the worst 
possible sort. Men were treated as chattels and the last ounce of effort was 
extracted from them at a minimum return to the State, and with a maximum 
of accumulation of all the vices that this system entailed, such as resentment 
on the part of the prisoner, liis desire by subterfuge, malingering, or otherwise 
to avoid honest labor. 

With the abolishment of the contract labor system there was instituted 
in the penal institutions what is now known as the "State-Use System." A 
law known as the Wertz law was written and passed with the assistance of 
organized labor, so that men could be gainfully occupied in producing ma- 
terial, supplies and construction for the State. 

There was appropriated from time to time a total of $250,000 for the 
installation of manufactories in these institutions. The late Dr. James A.

Leonard was the father of the Stat^-Use system in Ohio, and it was due to his 
untiring efforts and his foresight that the State was started right in the be-" 
ginning. 

About the first use made of prison labor in construction work was at 
the Ohio State Reformatory, in the erection of some eighty steel cells for 
housing prisoners. Bids were taken for the construction of these cells. Dr. 
Leonard bid for his own work and secured the contract, notwithstanding the 
general opinion that prevailed among manufacturers of this class of work that 
it could not be done. From that day to this there has been no new cell work 
at this institution let by contract, and we believe it a model of its kind. 

From the modest beginnings at the Ohio State Reformatory, there has 
grown up a series of manufacturing industries which today represent a total 
investment by the State of $1,351,994.85. Other than the initial investment 
of a quarter of a million, the succeeding installations have all been borne out 
of the earnings of the departments. 

During the past year the total volume of product produced under the 
State-Use system, as strictly manufactured product and in contra-distinction 
with what has been produced on the State farms, aggregates $1,122,851.60. 

In selecting industries for our institutions we are governed by a great 
many conditions. In the first place, we try to select an industry that will 
be instructive and will if possible teach the men a trade. Furthermore, we 
endeavor to select an industry that will go back as nearly as possible to 
fundamentals, one in which the raw material is something that is produced by 
the farm, forest or mine. In other words, our manufacturing industries are 
not assembling hidustries. For instance, we manufacture practically all of 
the furniture used by the State and a great many of its sub-divisions. This 
requires a vast amount of lumber, and to secure this we are working in con- 
junction with the forestry department so that the forests of the State will pro- 
duce as far as possible the raw material required. In like manner, in our 
woolen mill department our raw material consists of wool purchased from 
the farmer. In our spinning department our raw material consists of a bale 
of cotton, and the finished product is a garment. 

When everything is taken into consideration, the State-Use system is 
ideal from a manufacturing standpoint, in that the market is all created. 
There is no sales expense, no insurance or taxes, and no labor troubles. 

In selecting an industry, our first move is to select a man to have charge 
of it; a man who is skilled in that particular line, and a man who can handle 
men. With his advice and assistance, we purchase and install the equip- 
ment. His assistants in turn are rated as guard-foremen, and are men who 
have had experience in their respective lines of work. 

We endeavor as far as possible to obviate all appearances of detention. 
The guards work with the men. We do not force any man to work. We do 
not need to, as we are constantly besieged by idle inmates of the prisons for 
an opportunity to work.

We believe that the fundamental idea is service to the State. To do 
away with idleness and to instill habits of industry and thrift is not only good 
religion, but good business. 

We operate a considerable number of industries outside the prison walls 
and remote from the prison. We operate a brick plant about forty-two miles 
southeast of Columbus, and employ from eighty to one hundred prisoners. 
Over these prisoners there are two guards, strictly as guards, and four guard- 
foremen. These men are scattered over territory of about thirty-five acres, 
and the idea of detention is the last one that would present itself to an ob- 
server. These men not only quarry the shale, but operate the machinery, 
load the kilns and do. all of the work required. We were able to select a 
certain number of prisoners who had had experience in this kind of work, 
and the industry is one we believe that is best adapted to this class of labor, 
and particularly the colored element, as it is an industry that does not re- 
quire men of large mental caliber, but what we designate as "strong-back" 
men, the operations being largely manual. 

We do not endeavor to install labor-saving machinery, such as ton- 
veyors, but operate entirely with manual labor. The brick plant at present 
has a capacity of forty thousand paving brick a day that are sold direct to 
the State Highway Department. The plant was operated on lease for four 
years, but has now been purchased and will be paid for out of the earnings 
of the plant itself. There is no industry at present operated by the State that 
has the unqualified support of the great mass of people as has this brick plant, 
notwithstanding the fact that the paving block manufacturers throughout the 
State have done all in their power to handicap its activities, and we believe 
that no lobby would be strong enough to militate against its operation. We 
are at present enlarging it to two and one-half times its present capacity, in 
order to produce this summer, and thereafter, a minimum of one hundred 
thousand paving blocks a day. 

There is also operated outside the prison walls a State quarry for the 
production of road-building material in the shape of chished limestone, and 
dimension stone for state buildings, together with agricultural limestone for 
use on State farms. This quarry gives employment to about forty men, 
under the control of one guard who acts as guard-foreman. 

All the clerical work at the brick plant and the stone quarry, the book- 
keeping operations, the cooking, and all service in the dormitories, is per- 
formed by prisoners. 

Each of these industries is obliged to stand on its own base, and the cost 
of operation borne strictly by the proceeds, even so far as the clothing and 
feeding of the men themselves, together with the ordinary repairs and upkeep. 

In addition to the men employed in strictly manufacturing industries 
we have others scattered throughout the State in various capacities, such as 
firemen and engineers' helpers, plumbers, pipe fitters, table waiters, hospital 
attendants, farmers, gardeners and greenhouse men. These men are em-

ployed singly or in groups, with and without supervision. At one time the 
entire work on the farm and dairy of one of the State institutions was 
handled by a group of nineteen life prisoners without a guard. 

During the past year, because of war conditions, we have found ourselves 
unable to secure bids within the limits of our appropriations for building 
operations contemplated throughout the state to increase the housing facili- 
ties in our several benevolent institutions, and as a result we have undertaken 
the construction of buildings with our prison labor. We had had some 
previous experience in the construction of buildings at the Ohio State Re- 
formatory and at the State Hospital for the Insane, in Columbus. 

Our method of procedure in this case is to hire an ex-contractor, if possi- 
ble, and place him in responsible charge of the work. All the architectural 
and engineering work is done by the engineering department of the Ohio 
Board of Administration. Bills of material are compiled by that department 
and purchases are made through our purchasing department. The superin- 
tendent of construction is seconded by guard- foremen who have had con-' 
struction experience, and a force of prisoners is detailed to this work. As a 
rule a kitchen and dormitory are provided so that they are not obliged to co- 
mingle with the other inmates. 

During the past year we have constructed buildings to the value of 
$450,000. 

We have had very little difficulty with the leaders of organized labor, 
and have avoided antagonizing them as much as possible, and when any 
work is carried on within the prison walls we ignore them entirely. 

When it becomes necessary for us to have brick laid, we usually con- 
tract for this work laid in the wall by union masons at so much' per thousand 
brick, laid up, and attend these masons with prisoners. 

As a rule, we have a sufficient number of skilled mechanics to take care 
of practically everything else in the building line, except that occasionally 
we are handicapped in the line of steamfitters and plumbers. We have se- 
cured excellent results in interior decoration, plastering, etc., with our pris- 
oners, and have been for the most part encouraged in the use of this labor by 
the union leaders. Most labor organizations will recognize the, code of a 
workman even though that workman is a prisoner. This, however, is not the 
case with the bricklayers, and as a result we lay as few brick as possible. 

Our experience in the introduction of industries into our institutions has 
been for the most part very satisfactory, as we have secured the co-operation 
of many of the larger concerns in assisting us to get started, notwithstanding 
the fact that the so doing robbed them of a considerable volume of business. 
This was particularly true of the soap industry. One of the largest soap 
manufacturers in Cincinnati, from whom we had previously been purchasing 
the entire state requirements, loaned us the services of one of his very best men 
until we could get started. On the other hand, we have had cases where 
every possible obstacle was placed in our way to prevent our carrying out our

designs to successful culmination. When we attempted the manufacture of 
automobile license tags we secured the co-operation of a large tag manu- 
facturer, who invited us to visit his plant, furnished us with a foreman to 
operate our own plant, and gave us valuable information; but, on the other 
hand, a very determined effort was made on the part of varnish manufactur- 
ers to prevent us from buying the necessary paints and enamels; and also on 
the part of die makers in furnishing us with the necessary dies, claiming that 
the fabrication of the tags by the state threw men out of gainful employment 
on the outside. 

We were successful, however, in overcoming these difficulties and have 
produced a better tag and at less money than has ever been produced before 
in the state. 

One of the principal aims in our manufacturing industries is to gather up 
waste products, to stop leaks, and to operate the state institutions as effi- 
ciently as possible. How well this has been done is evidenced by the fact that 
during the past year when the highest prices in history have prevailed, we 
were able to operate the several state institutions at a cost practically the 
same as prevailed during the year 1911, notwithstanding the fact that in the 
interim the population of the institutions had, increased more than 1,800, and 
that there had been added two additional institutions under the control of the 
Board. The Ohio Penitentiary alone is operating at a cost of $100,000 per 
year less than in 1911. The state is at present operating industries in the 
penal institutions as follows:

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In addition to the above the Ohio State Brick Plant, located at Junction 
City, Ohio, during the year ended June 30, 1920, turned out products valued 
at $60,489.53. 

We have recently installed a new department known as the Prison Con- 
struction Department, and under this will be carried out all the work of the 
construction of the New Penitentiary, which is to be located at London, 
Ohio, about twenty-five miles west of Columbus, on a magnificent farm, at 
present containing 1,773 acres, and which we hope to extend ultimately to at 
least 2,500 acres. 

In constructing this new prison we expect to do practically all of the 
work with prison labor, and the only materials that we will be required to 
purchase for the buildings proper will be reinforcing steel and cement. We 
will produce our own brick, sewer pipe and stone. 

The possibilities for the extention of the State-Use System are prac- 
tically illimitable. We have very conservatively estimated that it is possible 
to build up manufacturing industries that will aggregate about five millions of 
dollars per year in gross volume of sales. We do not expect to do this at 
once, but are proceeding cautiously and conservatively to extend our activi- 
ties out of our own earnings. The laws at present give us a very wide field, 
as we can not only supply all the products and supplies as required by the 
several State institutions, but the law goes further and renders it obligatory 
on the part of the political sub-divisions of the State to purchase such sup- 
plies and materials as we can fabricate, provided we are in position to so sup- 
ply them. This throws open a market in the shape of infirmaries, children's 
homes, and all correctional and benevolent institutions in cities, townships 
and counties. We are reaching out after furniture business in the State 
normal schools, city and township schools, and are experiencing practically 
no difficulty in securing this business as fast as we are able to handle it, as our 
prices are always attractive. 

We endeavor to operate our plants on a strictly business basis, charging 
off each year the customary amount for depreciation, and charging in all up- 
keep. We are not obliged under Ohio laws to charge to the cost of our 
product the labor of the inmates, as this is taken care of out of a separate 
appropriation known as the "Prisoners' Compensation Fund."

In the following table is set up first the per capita cost of conducting the 
twenty institutions for the year 1911, the year previous to the time the Board 
of Administration took over the public institutions of the state. Against this 
is shown per capita for 1912, 1913, 1914, 1915, 1916, 1917, 1918, 1919, 1920, 
and the difference in the per capita cost each year of the Board's administra- 
tion as compared with the per capita cost under boards of trustees. 

The difference each year, multiplied by the average daily population dur- 
ing the year shows the saving to the State, the saving in the nine years under 
the administration of this Board being $893,392.63. This saving is shown 
against a constantly rising market since 1911 for all classes of supplies, ma- 
terials, etc.

Graduated from Starling Medical Collegre, Columbus, Ohio, 
March 9, 1893. Appointed house physician at St. Francis Hos- 
pital, Columbus, Ohio, immediately after graduation and served 
in this capacity until November 27, 1893, when he received the 
appointment of first assistant physician at the Ohio Hospital for 
Epileptics, Gallipolis, Ohio, and remained there until April 30, 
1897. On May 1, 1897, he was appointed assistant physician at 
the Columbus State Hospital and served until June 1, 1898, at 
which time he accepted appointment as first assistant physician 
in the Massillon State Hospital, where he remained until Decem- 
ber 18, 1899. On that date, he resigned to accept the position of 
assistant physician on the staff of the Government Hospital for 
the Insane, Washington, D. C. During his connection with the 
Government Hospital he occupied the chair of nervous diseases in 
the George Washington tJniversity.

At this point he lost his sight 
through an attack of scarlet fever and was sent to the Ohio State 
School for the Blind, where he spent six years as a student. After 
graduating from this institution, he attended Ohio Wesleyan 
University for two years and later took two years of special 
work at Ohio State University. While going to college he was 
called to the State School as an assistant teacher, giving only part 
time to this work and spending the rest of the time at the uni- 
versity. Later he became a regular teacher in the high school 
department, specializing in language and literature. During 
these earlier years of his work, Mr. Lumb was an active member 
of the Mercer County Teachers' Association and took an active 
part in the Teachers' Institute, both as an instructor and as a 
student. He became principal of the State School for the Blind 
and after serving in that capacity for a decade, was made super- 
intendent on July 16, 1919.

A broad course of instruction including instruction and practice of in- 
dustrial pursuits is pursued in order that the pupils may become useful and 
self-supporting.

Dr. Douglass was educated at Mansfield High School and 
Denisen University, Granville, Ohio. He was graduated in medi- 
cine from the Medical Department of Ohio State University, 
Columbus, Ohio.

Home on September 15, 1918.

Established in 1890 by the National Women's Relief Corps, occupjnng two 
buildings erected in 1845 and 1850 by the Madison Seminary and transferred 
with 10 acres of land by the board of directors to the National Women's Re- 
lief Corps. The state of Ohio erected the Ohio cottage in 1892 at a cost of 
$30,000.00. 

The National Women's Relief Corps having added five acres, conveyed in 
1904 the land, buildings and personal property to the state of Ohio, the state 
accepting the transfer by an act of the legrislature passed April 15, 1904. 

Who may he admitted: Subject to the provision that preference be given 
to those who served in Ohio military organizations, the following persons may 
be admitted to the Madison Home: All honorably discharged soldiers, sailors 
and marines, who served the United States government in the Civil War, from 
1861 to 1865, who are citizens of Ohio, and who are not able to support them- 
selves; their wives, to whom such soldiers, sailors and marines were married 
at any time prior to June 1st, 1905; their widows, to whom such soldiers, 
sailors and marines were married prior to June 1st, 1905, and the dependent 
mothers of such soldiers, sailors and marines residents of Ohio; in case of 
death of such soldier, sailor or marine, his surviving wife may live in and be 
supported by the home.

Located two miles west of London, Madison County. Purchase made under an 
act of the l^slature passed April 19, 1913, which carried an appropriation of $250,000.00. 
An appropriation of $25,000.00 became available Feb. 16, 1914. The origmal purchase 
was 1448^ acres for $250,340.00, with an additional expense of $4^036.13 for court costs, 
etc, in connection with the condemning of the land. Since the original purchase 
324.74 acres have been purchased. 

The Penitentiary Commission employed architects and, in accordance with the law, 
the work of constructing the new penitentiary is under the supervision of the Ohio 
Board of Administration, it being the intent of the law, in so far as possible, that labor 
be performed by prisoners. 

The expenditures to Jime 30, 1920, for structures and parts amounted to $89,940.65 
for dormitories, bams, implement sheds» and the foundation of the Administration 
Building, which is in and ready for the first story floor construction. 

The expenditures to June 30, 1920, for non-structural improvements amounted to 
$90,95139 and were for equipment, sewers and roads. 

The expenditures to June 30, 1920, for drainage, roads and railroad spur amounted 
to $24,985.78. 

Time of prison labor on the above construction to June 30; 1920, was 322,754 hours 
or equal to 40,344 eight-hour days.

Mr. Arehart has had wide experience in the brick manufac- 
turing business, having worked in various capacities since 1895. 
For several years he was superintendent of the Geo. M. Fickes 
Brick Company, Carnegie, Pa., making brick for the U. S. Gov- 
ernment. He was made manager of the Zanesville Branch of the 
Hydraulic Press Brick Company in 1910, and resigned that posi- 
tion on September 1, 1917^ to accept the superintendency of the 
Ohio State Brick Plant.

Located two miles from Junction City, Perry County, on the B. & O. Ry. 

This plant was purchased April 12,1919. Purchase price $59,572.50. Consists of 
33.51 acres, more or less. Brick manufacturing plant composed of kilns, sheds, build- 
ings, machinery and equipment. This purchase was made from earnings of the manu- 
facturing departments, of the Ohio Board of Administration. Two acres were purchased 
in November, 1919. Located on this two-acre tract is a two story brick store building. 
Price paid $2000.00. 

Average niunber of prisoners at the Brick Plant during year ended June 30, 1920: 76. 

The sale of brick, for the year ended Jime 30, 1920, amounted to $60,489.53. 

The paving blocks are sold to the State Highway Department, the building brick 
to the state and political subdivisions.

Establishment and purpose. The Ohio Board of Administration shall provide and 
maintain a " bureau of juvenile research ", and shall employ competent persons to have 
charge of such bureau and to conduct investigations. The Ohio Board of Administration 
may assign the children committed to its guardianship to the "bureau of juvenile re- 
search '\ for the purpose of mental, physical and other examination, inquiry or treatment, 
for such period of time as such board may deem necessary. Such board may cause 
any minor in its custody to be removed thereto for observation and a complete report 
of every such observation shall be made in writing, and shall include a record of obser- 
vation, treatment, medical history, and a recommendation for future treatment, custody 
and maintenance. The Ohio Board of Administration or its duly authorized represen- 
tatives shall then assign the child to a suitable state institution or place it in a family 
under such rules and regulations as may be adopted. 

An administration building and two cottages have been erected for the bureau. 
They were constructed as far as possible by prison labor.
